The r equest, however , 
that the 
voter s of Sedalia adopt a r esolution 
asking their r epr esentatives to stand 
by the 
Sher man bill until 
some 
measur e mor e favor able to silver is 
offer ed, is one that will not meet 
with a favor able r esponse in Mis­ 
sour i. 
The Sher man bill is admittedly 
not a fr ee coinage measur e; it was 
a bait offer ed to the silver miner s 
and swallowed by them; it debases 
silver and makes it a mer e com­ 
modity; in the hands of an admin­ 
istr ation unfavor able 
to silver , it 
can be manipulated so as to contin­ 
ually cast discr edit upon the white 
metal; the addition to the cir culating 
medium 
fur nishes 
a 
convenient 
means for r idding the tr easur y of 
gold and will eventuate in an issue 
of gold bonds; the bill is wr ong in 
pr inciple and vicious in pr actice, 
and ever y day it continues in for ce 
but weakens the cause of fr ee coin­ 
age, with silver as low as it is now. 
Whatever advantage it may be 
to the mine owner , it is not a step 
towar d fr ee coinage, and fr ee coin­ 
age democr ats ar e not called upon 
to defend it; nor ar e they r esponsi­ 
ble for its effects upon the countr y 
unless by their votes they per petuate 
it. 
Ther e is to be one of the har dest 
contests on the silver question the 
countr y has ever seen, and wester n 
democr ats who hope for fr ee coin­ 
age cannot affor d to handicap them­ 
selves with the suppor t of a vicious 
law. 
Missour i has an able and faith­ 
ful delegation in congr ess and can 
safely tr ust the member s to do ef­ 
fective wor k, in their own way, to­ 
war d secur ing r eal bimetalism— the 
fr ee and unlimited coinage of gold 
and silver at a fair r atio. 
To fetter these congr essmen with 
instr uctions at this time would be 
folly of the r ankest sor t. 
As it is, they will take advantage 
of ever y oppor tunity to br ing about 
fr ee coinage and they can safely be 
tr usted to do this in their own way. 
If the r epr esentatives fr om the 
silver mining states had r emained 
pr oof against the blandishments of 
John Sher man, and stood with the 
Missour i delegation for fr ee coin­ 
age 
instead of seeking mer ely

mines, they would have been in 
much better condition to-day and

that ther e ar e $9 of cr edit money 
to ever y $i of gold and silver ulti­ 
mate r edemption becomes a ser ious 
matter . 
While confidence exists in 
the commer cial wor ld, these notes 
and checks 
will be sufficient for 
the needs of business, but when 
that confidence is gone ther e will 
come 
a 
financial cr isis, and the 
people will gr ab for gold for safety. 
The demonetization of silver by 
Gr eat Br itain incr eased the wealth 
of the moneyed class by one-thir d. 
Money is as much a commodity as 
wheat or cor n and is r egulated by 
the same laws of supply 
and tlc- 
mand. 
As an illustr ation, 
a man 
bor r ows $1000 on a $3,000 pr oper ­ 
ty dur ing the time when fr ee coinage 
of silver is in effect. 
The demonet­ 
ization of silver lessens the cir cu­ 
lating medium which incr eases in 
value as does cor n when the latter 
is scar ce. 
Pr oper ty 
decr eases in 
value as a r esult and when the bor ­ 
r ower ’s 
note becomes

it 
is 
often the case that 
his pr oper ty 
is wor th but little mor e 
than

face of the note. 
Listening to England, Ger many 
demonetized silver 
after she had 
been paid immense sums of r ansom 
money in gold by Fr ance. 
Then 
came the Sher man law in the United 
States, secur ed by fr aud and without 
the knowledge of Gr ant, the pr esi- 
den, Blaine, the speaker of the house, 
Gar field, Voor hees and many oth­ 
er s whose statements to that effect 
ar e now 
r ecor ded in 
the histor y 
of the gigantic swindle. 
As a 
r e­ 
sult the values of far m pr oducts, 
live stock and r eal estate have gr ad­ 
ually diminished since 1873; their 
values have fled because the gold 
kings of the wor ld have succeeded 
in destr oying one-half the money of 
ultimate r edemption; their money 
has twice its for mer value.

souri Pacific train No. 4 was 
Hon. 
Richard Dalton, who is thus (pioted 
in the St. Louis Republie of 
this 
morning: 


“ Our train left Colon on 
time. 
It was the through Missouri Pacific 
with sleepers. 
1 was in a forward 
car when we reached Warrensburg. 
It was raining a little as we entered 
the cars at Colon, but at Warrens­ 
burg it was coming down in force. 
The water was running over the d e­ 
pot platform 
three feet deep and 
the engine threw it aside in great 
sheets. 
When wc were four miles 
from Warrensburg, 
in the valley, 
two of the coaches were derailed. 
I have heard of cloud bursts, 
but 
never could understand what was 
meant until then. 
It was a perfect 
deluge. 
“ Knowing vvc should 
be 
there 
some time, 1 went back to one of 
the sleepers and went 
to bed. 
I 
was just about falling to slee[ > when 
the conductor came in and yelled, 
‘You people get out of here, 
and 
mighty (juick, too 
no words about 
it, but get!’ 
I 
sprang 
into 
some 
clothes and went into the forward 
coach, and there I saw a sight 
I 
never wish to behold again. 
A tor­ 
rent of water was running over the 
track and with a terrific roar. 
In a 
lew minutes the embankment under 
the sleepers was gone, and the cars 
began to sink. 
T'hey 
did not go 
out of sight, but how far I could 
not sec. 
If 
they 
had 
been top 
heavy with passengers 
I 
have no 
doubt they would have turned over 
into the torrent, and the lives of all 
on board been lost. 
“ 1'lie water kept rising for some 
time, and, to adil to the danger, one 
of the forward cars took lire from 
the explosion of an oil can. 
Tlie 
fire was kept under control by the 
trainmen ami others by saturating 
the car with water. 
By this time 
the water was running under the 
other coaches like a mill race. 
I 
picked out a puny little woman and 
her infant, and selecting a stout tel­ 
egraph |jole made up my mind if it 
came to the worst that it should be 
my anchorage and I would try to 
save that weak woman and child. 
It did not come to the worst, though 
at one time it looked as if Uncle 
Sam was going to lose a mighty fine 
officer 
and 
President 
Cleveland 
would have another vacancy to fill. 
The train is due here at 6:40 in the 
morning but did not arrive until 11 
o ’clock.”

The same course will apply to all 
departments of operation along the 
line and at the terminal points. One 
hundred men at the Ewing avenue 
shops have been dropped, and the 
force will not be fully 
employed 
during the warm season. 
The object is, of 
course, to
